OPPOSED BY CUSHENDUN 


London, Dec. 14 (A.P.).—The revised 
prayerbook of the Church of England 
tonight received the stamp of approval 
of the house of lords, by a vote of 
241 to 88. 

The action took the form of accept- 
ance of the motion of the Archbishop 
of Canterbury that the revised prayer- 
book be submitted to his majesty for 
royal approval. It followed three days 
of debate. Because of the unusually 
large number of voters, the division re- 
quired twenty minutes. 

In today’s debate, the Bishop of Dur- 
ham expressed the opinion that re- 
jection of the book, if concurred in 
by the Church of England, would work 
irreparable harm to reunion of the 
churches where a iegalization would 
lay the foundations for restoration of 
church discipline. 

Lord Cushendun contended that the 
new book restored doctrine which it 
was the main purpose of the reforma- 
tion to repudiate, and that adoption 
would be followed by bitter strife in 
every parish, killing all hope of re- 
union.

Later testimony given by O’Reilly was 
to the effect that he returned after see- 
ing the two Kidwells to report to Rud- 
dy, and that when he got to the Ward- 
man Park Hotel Day was there. His 
verbal report, the witness said, was giv- 
en to Ruddy in the presence and hear- 
ing of Day. He testified previously that 
he had been sent to Anacostia for the 
purpose of getting the description wf 
the Kidwell relative for the purpose 
of identifying him at a later date.

Contact Man With Operatives. 


O’Reilly testified in general that he 
had been designated the contact man 
between Ruddy and the-other opera- 
tives, that he had collected reports 
from them to be given to Ruddy. 
looked up the owners of cars which 
were reported by the operatives as 
having come in contact with the jurors 
they were shadowing and held himself 
in readiness to special orders from 
Ruddy 

In the latter capacity he told at 
length of shadowing H. R. Lamb, or the 
person he believed to be Lamb, after 
another agent, Long or McMullin, had 
reported an alleged meeting between 
Lamb and Juror Glasscock at Potomac 
Flying Field. On one occasion he re- 
ported having trailed Lamb to the Con- 
gressional Country Club, losing him 
there and picking him up ggain on 
Sixteenth street. He also testified to 
his inability to “pick up” Lamb on 
several days. 

It was developed through O’Reilly’s 
testimony that he was the operative 
who had been assigned to the duty of 
making a credit report on Juror Kern. 
and that he had failed to find any 
trace of a mortgage. on the property in 
his search at the record office. O’ Reilly 
gave evidence also of a conference of 
the agents with Ruddy at the Mayflower 
Hotel at which several of the men were

| Shifted from one juror to another and 


finally of the shadowing of. Juror Glass- 
cock, which was the last task on which 
he had been engaged. 


Other Shadowing Reported. 


O’Reilly testified that on a few oGca- 
sions he had received verbal reports 
from the operatives. One such inci- 
dent, he said, was the statement of 
Operative Homrighausen -that he had 
observed the @ame individuals about 
the home and business place of the 
juror he was shadowing on two suc- 
cessive days. Homrighausen’s con- 
clusion, O'Reilly testified, was that 
others were shadowing the juror. 

The persistence and character of the 
examination to which O’Leary subjected 
O’Reilly was the subject of steady and 
at times heated objection on the part 
of counsel] for the respondents. George 
P. Hoover, of counsel for Sinclair, in- 
sisted that the prosecution was making 
an effort to trick the witness and ob- 
jected to a conversation regarding 
“roping” in which Neil Burkinshaw, an- 
other assistant United States district 
Attorney, engaged with Maj. Peyton 
Gordon, the district attorney. The 
Government made the countercharge 
that efforts were being made to “pro- 
tect” the witness. THroughout the tes- 
timony objections were made fo the 
relevancy of the matter being offered 
and notice given that a motion to strike 
it out would be made at a later time.

Harsh Verbal Attack on His 
Three Young Prosecutors 
Arouses !udge.

SENTENCE IS DEFERRED 


UNTIL AFTER VERDICT |T 


Ruth, Again on Stand, Weeps 
Twice; Saw Her Mother 
Bleeding at Nose. 


Cincinnati, Dec. 14 (A.P.).—George 
Remus was found guilty of contempt 
of court late today after he again had 
interrupted his month-old trial with 
a harsh verbal attack upon his three 
young prosecutors and precipitated 
one of the wildest scenes of the trial. 

Judge Chester R. Shook sharply up- 
braided Remus for conduct which had 
produced “almost unparalleled condi- 
tions,’””’ and announced that sentence 
would be deferred until after comple- 
tion of the murder trial. 

Remus, acting as his own chief of 
counsel, interrupted the testimony of 
his adopted daughter, Ruth Holmes 
Remus, born of the first marriage of 
the wife he slew, and demanded that 
the jury be sent from the courtroom 
so that he might argue a legal point. 

He started with an explanation of 
his plea of transitory maniacal in- 
sanity, swept into a legal and medical 
definition of the terms of his plea and 
then became embroiled with the prose- 
cutors in heated exchanges over in- 
dictment of defense witnesses. 


“These Novices,” He Says. 


Whirling toward Prosecutor Charles 
P. Taft and his assistants, Remus 
sneered “these three novices.” 

It was an old arraignment and for 
the first time met opposition. 

Walter K. Sibbald, towering a head 
above any other man in the courtroom, 
advanced toward Remus and the judi- 
cial dais, white faced, and roaring an 
objection which swelled above Remus’ 
stentorian efforts. 

“This has gone far enough,” shouted 
Sibbald. “I refuse to stand there any 
longer and listen to this defendant’s 
attacks and slurs upon the prosecu- 
tor’s office.” 

Bailiffs rushed to surround Remus 
and Sibbald. The spectators in the 
courtroom, witnessing one of the wild- 
est of the numerous scenes which have 
marked the trial’s progress, leaped up. 


Objections Are Bellowed. 


Sibbald continued to bellow his ob- 
jections until he had silenced Remus. 
Order quickly was restored and Judge 
Shook, in his accustomed unflurried 
manner,-addressed Remus. 

“The Court is not going to permit 
you to continue with attacks upon the 
prosecutors,” the judge said. 

“Then I apologize to the Court only,” 
replied Remus, stressing the last word 
heavily. 

“He owes an apology to the prose- 
cutor’s office also.” cut in Sibbald. 

“You must conduct yourself as any 
other attorney would,” warned the 
judge. 

Remus interrupted with a reference 
to the grand jury indictment of de- 
fense witnesses for perjury. 

“Sit down, I won’t hear any nce. 
directed the judge. 

“An anomalous situation has been 
brought about,” asserted Judge Shook. 
“The defendant from the start has at- 
tacked the prosecutor’s office. 

“The Court feels the prosecutors are 
within their rights i: protesting 
against the unjustifiable attack of Mr. 
Remus, who was being respectfully 
heard by the Court. 

“The defendant is on trial for first 
degree murder. The Court has realized 
it and has tried to be patient under 
these almost unparalleled conditions.” 


Praises Remus’ Counsel.

NO SUSPENSION IS, VOTED 


Oklahoma City, Okla., Dec. 14 (A-P.). 
Proceeding rapidly as a court of im- 
peachment, the State Senate late to- 
day voted to receive charges made by 
the House of Represenatives against 
Gov. Henry S. Johnston and two other 
State officials without immediately 
suspending them from office.

CALLED THE GOAL HERE | 


Filipinos Generally Appear 


Pleased With Selection; 
“Excellent Man.” 


Manila, Dec. 14 (A.P.) —The news of 
the appointment of Henry L. Stimson 
as governor general of the Philippines 
was received here with mixed feelings. 
especially by American business men. 
While publicly praising Col. Stimson 
and declaring that his ability virtually 
assures success to his administration, 
many Americans expressed concern over 
the changes in the Philippine govern- 
ment advocated by him in recent 
months. 

In an article in Foreign Affairs Maga- 
zine last April Stimson proposed the 
development of “responsible” majority 
and minority political parties and that 
the department secretaries composing 
the governor general’s cabinet be se- 
lected from the dominant party. He 
aiso proposed that the American gov- 
ernor general use the veto only in cases 
of serious dereliction. 

The appointment is taken by some to 
mean that the Filipinos are jo be given 
greater autonomy. Among those who 
see this as a possibility is William H. 
Anderson, prominent Democrat and 
head of one of the largest importing 
and exporting firms in the Islands. 


Has “Preconceived Ideas.” 


“The new governor general: has pre- 
conceived ideas on the solution of this 
(the Philippine) problem and his 
formulas are already in print,” said Mr. 


Anderson. “There is hardly any doubt 
that at an early date we will see greater 
autonomy for the Filipinos and the in- 
troduction of the parliamentary system 
of government which long has been the 
desire of Senator Osmena.” 

Representative of the favorable com- 
ment was the statement of Horace B. 
Pond, president of the Pacific Com- 
mercial Co., the largest American firm 
in the islands. He said: 

“I consider Col, Stimson an excel- 
lent man for the post of governor gen- 
eral. He will be a most able successor 
to Gen. Wood.” 

The Filipinos generally seemed pleased 
with the appointment. Manuel Roxas, 
speaker of the house of representatives, 
declared the President’s action was no 
surprise, since the administration and 
Stimson himself had been told by Sen- 
ators Quezon and Osmena in Washing- 
ton that such an appointment would 
be agreeable to them. 


Better Adjustment Seen. 


“While the present views of Mr. 
Stimson on independence do not coin- 
cidg with those of the Filipino people, 
his selection evidences a desire on the 
part of the administration’ at Washing- 
ton to bring about a better adjust- 
ment of relations,” Roxas said. 

Senator Sumulong, minority leader, 
was of the opinion that the selection 
of Stimson was inspired by a desire to 
appoint a man with a thorough knowl- 
edge of the Philippines and at the same 
time one who would be in -a position 
to form a comprehensive view of the 
general situation in the Far East.

They also state 
that labor union headquarters was 
razed and innumerable shops looted. 
Those few that remained untouched 
were heavily barricaded. A thousand 
houses were burned, Japanese dispatches 
say. 
While the danger to foreigners is be- 
lieved to have passed, United States 
Naval authorities have given permis- 
sion to Amreicans whose homes were 
in the suburbs of the Chinese city to 
return and armed parties have been 
withdrawn from shore to their ships. 
A heavy concentration of foreigners of 
many nationalities remains in the 
foreign section.

The body of Maj. Charles L. Byrne.

Mexico City, Dec. 14 (A.P.).—At the 

American Embassy tonight, under the 
watchful eye of the ambassador, Col. 
Lindbergh laughed as he told of his 
adventures nearing Mexico Cityr The 
delay in his arrival had worried every- 
body but Lindbergh. 
“I wasn't worried at all about being 
lost,” he said. “I knew it was merely 
@ question of floating around until I 
found some landmark or other. 

“I missed my route from Tampico 
because of the heavy fog off.the coast 
and in the mountains.” 

Lindbergh chuckled. 
road stations,” he said, “haven’t any 
mame; at least I couldn’t see any. I 
flew around and finally saw the name 
‘Toluca’ on a railroad station, then I 
knew I was close to Mexico City.” 

Lindbergh received a tremendous ova- 
tion from the huge crowd surrounding 
the embassy. One of the first things 
he did was to talk by long distance 
telephone with his mother, in Detroit. 
But he had trouble in hearing, as his 
ears were in bad condition because of 
his flightyand the altitude. 


Thought He Was Ahead. 


Continuing his talk with the news- 
paper correspondents, Lindbergh said: 

“I did not realize I had been in the 
State of Michoacan until after I land- 
ed. I had expected the trip to last 
26 hours. I figured I had lost 2 hours, 
but thought that previous to that I 
had been running ahead. of my sched- 
ule, and so was still on time. But dé- 
velopments proved that I was mis- 
taken,” 

When asked as to the principal ob- 
ject of his coming to Mexico, Col. Lind- 
bergh replied: 

“President Calles’ 
invitation brought me 

He always had been interested in 
Mexico, he said, and always had wanted 
to come here since he spent a year at 
San Antonio, Tex. He expressed the hope 
that his trip would stimulate aviation 
in Mexico and Central America, because 
he always had been interested in the 
development of aviation, though this 
tae not the primary purpose of ate 
rip. 

Col. Lindbergh informed the corres- 
pondents that it is his intention to fly 
from Mexico when he departs, which 
may bea week hence, or longer. He 
was not certain whether he would fly 
to Havana or return to Washington 
direct. If the latter, he could not say 
whether it would be a nonstop flight. 

His immediate plans depended on 
Ambassador Morrow, “but,” he added, 

‘at any event I am not going to sleep 
until late tonight.” 


Goes to Bed at 6G. 


But the Ambassador's advice did pre- 
vail, and Lindbergh went to bed about 
6 o'clock, still insisting that he was not 
very tired. Undoubtedly he will sleep 
until late tomorrow morning, and then 
will be taken by the Ambassador to the 
palace to present his compliments to 
the président. 

Lindbergh appeared at the interview 
with the correspondent in the embassy 
looking fresh, fit and fine, after a bath 
and a shave. He wore a gray suit with 
small white stripes. He laughed with- 
out replying when asked how he man- 
aged such an appearance without car- 
rying a@ wardrobe trunk. As a matter 
of fact, however, the young colonel is 
more elaborately equipped than on his 
Paris filght. He carried more than a 
tooth: brush. In hfs plane reposed a 
handbag with various articles for quick 
changes to suit the social occasions. 

Ambassador Morrow looked, upon him 
with pride. 

“Isn't he a wonderful boy,” exclaimed 
the ambassador enthusiastically to the 
correspondents. But this was one of 
the observations Lindbergh did not 
hear—he had retired to the guest 
chamber. 

“He is perfect physically, mentally 
and spiritually,” the ambassador added. 


Photographed With Alvarez. 


Soon after reaching the embassy from 
the airdrome, Lindbergh had his pic- 
ture taken with Ambassador Morrow 
and Gen. Alvarez, presidential chief of 
staff, then shook hands with each mem- 


ber of the guard which had escorted 
him through the streets and had pro- 
tected him from the enthusiastic and 


frantic people. He came out on the 
balcony and bowed and waved in re- 
sponse to the “vivas” of the immense 
throng. 

The anxieties of President Calles over 
the safe arrival of America’s air am- 
bassador were made evident tonight 
when it was revealed that he had had 
as little sleep as Col. Lindbergh him- 
self when he greeted the flier on his ar- 
rival at Valbuena Field. 

The president dined with Ambassador 
Morrow at the United States Embassy 
Tuesday night at a “Lindbergh Dinner.” 
Afterwards, he went to the national 
palace and remained up throughout the 
night receiving news of Lindbergh’s 
progress; then, early this morning, he 
went to the landing field. 


Wonderful, Says Winslow. 


Alan F. Winslow, First Secretary of 
the Embassy, himself a world war air 
veteran, declares that Lindbergh’s per- 
formance in cooly regaining his course 
and flying safely to Mexico City after 
having been lost for several hours, was 
one of the most remarkable perform- 
ances even in Lindbergh’s remarkable 
career, although the latter makes light 
of it. 

“Lindbergh, lost in one of the most 
difficult topographical regions in the 
werld from an airman’s standpoint,” 
said Secretary Winslow, “came out of it 
efficiently and calmly. He found him- 
self, and says ‘it is nothing.’ It is one 
of: the most wonderful things any air- 
man has ever done.”

Paris, Dec. 14 (A.P.).—France sees 
Lindbergh’s latest feat as the accom- 
plishment of another mission in the 
interest of better international rela- 
tions—it has brought a Ifttle nearer 
the era of practicable flying. 

Since his triumphant air voyage to 
Paris put Col. Lindbergh in the fore- 
front of the air world, Frenchmen feel 
they have a proprietary interest in him. 
His latest exploit has been followed with 
intense eagerness. Every scrap of news 
about the various phases of his flight 
has been displayed prominently in the 
newspapers, with maps, photographs and 
technical explanations. Everybody in 
Paris is again lost in admiration at the 
tireless daring of the young American 
airman in the interest of the cause he 
has at heart, aviation which he already 
has forced from the apathy of rou- 
tine until it is now one of ‘the prin- 
cipal questions occupying the attention 
of the peoples and the governments of 
the whole world.

FALSE REPORT IN HOUSE 
STIR CHEERS TOO EARLY 


Citizens Make Thousands of 
Calls on Newspaper Offices; 
Crowds at Bulletin Boards. 


The. capitals of two nations, 2,100 
miles apart, were united yesterday in & 
common anxiety as to the fate of a 
Mercury-of the air who . . then an 
ambassador from one to the other, 
carrying’ tidings of good will. 

And when at last the silver wings of 
the flyer’s ship hovered over. the des- 
tined field, and one of those capitals 


greeted with shouts of joy his safe ar-" 


rival, the other, receiving the news by 
télegraph, gave vent to its feelings witn 
Sighs of relief. 

The White House awaited news of his 
arrival, Cabinet officials, Congress and 
other high Government chiefs, with 
ordinary citizens were asking, “Where 
is he?” “Is he safe?” The House was 
tensely interested. 


The newspaper offices were besieged 
With calls. The switchboard of The 


Post answered queries at its maximum 
capacity until the good news, “Lind- 
bergh is safe in Mexico City,” was 
Spread everywhere. Calls were received 
ee thousands, many of them long-dis- 
ance. 


President Sends Message. 


Not only were the telephone wires 
taxed and strained. A constant stream 
of persons visited the newspaper offices, 
each anxious for the latest word. 

The supreme moment was reached 
when news was received of the 
courageous pilot’s safe arrival. Presi- 
dent Coolidge immediately dispatched 
the following message to Lindbergh: 

“The people of the United States are 
proud to applaud the successful cul- 
mination of another of your courageous 
ventures. I wish to add my hearty 
congratulations to you in being the 
first to fly without a stop between the 
capitals of the negihbor republics. 

“I am confident that as the har- 
binger of good will from the people 
of the United States to the people of 
Mexico you will materially assist the 
two countries to cement friendly rela- 
tions, and I feel sure that the true 
spirit of your mission will be sympa- 
thetically understood in the United 
States and Mexico.” 

Joy reigned prematurely in the House 
of Representatives when a false report 
was received announcing Lindhergh's 
safe arr:.* al. 

Without questioning the source of 
its information, the body immediately 
voted a message of congratulation, 
which, dispatched to the Mexican capi- 
tal, was awaiting Lindbergh when he 
arrived. 


House Cheers Arrival. 


At. 2:12 o’clock, Majority Leader Til- 
son interrupted a battle over the tax 
bill to announce that Lindbergh had 
arrived in Mexico City. That was about 
an hour and a half before he did ar- 
rive. 

A tremendous outburst of cheering 
greeted the announcement, Above the 
din sounded a wild rebel yell, loosed 
by a Sourtherner on the Democratic 
side. All the members jumped to their 
feet, with the exception of Representa- 
tive Mansfield, a cripple, from Texas, 
who cheered from his wheel chair. 

Tilson moved that the House send 
Lindbergh a telegram of congratula- 
tions. The suggestion was quickly 
adopted. 

Meantime, there was great -confusion 
in the House press gallery. In tele- 
phoning or telegraphing to their of- 
fices about the action of the House, 
newspaper men were shocked to learn 
that the report of Lindbergh’s landing 
was without confirmation. en be- 
gan a scramble to find out where Til- 
son had received his information. 


Some Concern Felt. 


At 3:20 o’clock Tilson again arose to 
make an announcement about Lind- 
bergh. He said that his original in- 
formation was erroneous, and he in- 
troduced the man who had given him 
that information—Representative Ves- 
tal, of Indiana. 

The latter explained that he had 
received the report of Lindbergh’s land- 
ing from the Bureau of Information of 
the War Department, which, in turn, 
had received it from the State Depart- 
ment. 

“It now develops that the report has 
not been confirmed,” Representative 
Vestal said, “and the War Department 
is feeling some concern.” 

A half hour later the néws associa- 
tion wires in the press gallery vibrated 
with the flash of Lindbergh’s arrival, 
and this was communicated to Tilson. 
Once more he arose to make an an- 
nouncement. 


Authentic Report Comes In. 


He told the House that he finally 
had an authentic report of the flicr’s 
safe arrival, a report confirmed by two 
news associations. And once again the 
House cheered. Meantime their tele- 
gram of congratulations was awaiting 
Lindbergh in Mexico City. 

The message, which was addressed 
to the American Embassy in Mexico 
City, was signed by Speaker Nicholas 
Longworth. It follows: 

“By direction of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, and in its name, I extend 
sincere felicitations upon the success- 
ful culmination of your great and sig- 
nificant exploit. We wish you a happy 
sojourn in the land of our esteemed 
and friendly neighbor.” 

The Senate was not in session yes- 
terday, and so could not pay its trib- 
ute to the airman.

Mother Refuses to Worry 
When Son Is Reported 
Apparently Lost. 


BOY LONG INTERESTED 


IN MEXICO, SHE SAYS 


Paying Own \Expenses, She 
Adds; Expects Him to 
Make Other Trips. 


Detroit, Mich., Dec. 14 (A.P.).—Mrs. 
Evangeline ‘L. L. Lindbergh, mother of 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, was willing 
to admit that she taught her chemistry 
classes at Cass Technical High School 
here “under a great strain” today, but 
added that she felt all the time that 
her son would complete his 2,600-mile 
nonstop flight from Wasihngton to 
Mexico City without a mishap. 


Used Words Once Before. 


“That's all that matters,” said Mrs. 
Lindbergh when she was told of her 
son’s safe landing at Mexico .§ City. 
These were the exact words spoken by 
the flier’s mother when Col. Lind- 
bergh was reported landed safely at 
Le Bourget Field after his Atlantic 
flight. 

Refusing to leave her classes at the 
high school here until late in the aft- 
ernoon, Mrs. Lindbergh declared her 
confidence in her son’s safety, but 
with an anxious tone in her voice. 
She was familiar with the territory 
over which Lindbergh was reported lost 
for a time, but insisted that he had not 
deviated from his course, although she 
admitted he might have been forced 
down for some reason, 

Mrs. Lindbergh: revealed that her 
son had. been interested in a Mexican 
trip for many years. 


Trip Long Planned. 


“He has always talked of seeing 
Mexico,” she said, “and has always 
wanted to go there. He likes to poke 
around in all parts of the world. I 
guess all of us are like “that. He wrote 
me several months ago that he was 
going to Mexico. 

“I know nothing of his plans now,” 
she stated, “and I presume they will 
develop as time goes on. I know that 
this is almost a personal trip on his 
part, and I understand that he is pay- 
ing his own expenses, although he is 
making the trip under Government au- 
thority. I imagine he will be setting 
out on some other trip as soon as this 
one is ended. 

“The fact that he arrived safely,” 
she said, “is all that matters to me.”

Ambassador Morrow’s§ automobile, 
with the Ambassador, had been driven 
across the field so that the official rep- 
resentative of the United States would 
be the first to meet the unofficial am- 
bassador of good will. The crowds hid- 
den from the police in dust clouds lifted 
Lindy from his machine, hoisted him on 
their shoulders, and carried him to the 
embassy car. The Ambassador grasped 
the youth with both hands, saying: 
“God bless you; you are very tired.” 

“Oh, noe very,” replied Lindbergh, al- 
though. his rather haggard face bespoke 
more weariness than words could admit. 


Sombrero is Presented. 


Then the aviator and the ambassador 
motored across the field surrounded by 
cheering crowds to the _ presidential 
stand, where Senor Calles awaited. As 
he reached the steps “Lindy” received 
his first Mexican presents—a huge 
sombrero and a_ beautiful colored 
serape, or native blanket, these were 
pressed upon him by a local business 
firm. 

The hat was so huge that Lindbergh 
looked at it in amazement and asked 
Mr. Morrow: “What shall I do with it?” 

“Put it on,” replied the ambassador, 
and the laughing young man did, amid 
the applause of all around. But. he only 


| wore it for a moment, then proceeded 


upstairs to meet the president. 

The mayor of Mexico City, Arturo 
Saracho, presented Col. Lindbergh with 
a handsome box containing the keys 
of the city and after thanking the 
mayor, Lindbergh asked Mr. Morrow if 
he would not take charge of the keys 
for him, which observers considered 
very fitting, since the ambassador has 
so endeared himself here that he has 
the keys to the people’s understanding, 
if not of the city, as much as anybody 

After his brief talk with the presi- 
dent, Lindbergh entered an open ‘Car 
with Ambassador Morrow and Gen. 
Alvarez, chief of the presidential staff, 
and drove from the field sitting atop 
of the back seat, smiling and waiving 
to the cheering multitudes that for the 
6 miles from Valbuena to the embassy 
lined the roads and streets, most of 
them having waited all day long to 
see the hero of the air.

INCREASE OF THE NAVY. 
The naval program as transmitted to 
Congress yesterday by the Secretary of 


the Navy contemplates the construction 
of 25 light cruisers, 9 destroyer leaders, 
32 submarines and 5 airplane carriers. 
The estimated cost of these vessels is, 
for cruisers, $17,000,000 each; destroyer 
leaders, $5,000,000 each; submarines, 
55,000,000 each, and airplane carriers, 
$19,000,000 each. The total cost of the 71 
vessels projected would be about $725,- 
000,000. It is suggested that as the pro- 
gram develops the characteristics of the 
vessels may be modified to meet modern 
requirements. 

This program of construction, extend- 
ing over a number of years, is in harmony 
with the administration’s budget plans, 
and can be executed without any undue 
burden upon the Treasury and without 
an increase of taxation. 

Although 25 new cruisers would not 
place the United States on an equality 
with Great Britain in cruiser strength, 
the addition will go far toward meeting 
the requirements of national defense, 
provided. the other vessels are con- 
structed also. The United States has no 
destroyer leaders and only two airplane 
carriers. It needs submarines of great 
size and speed, such as are nonexistent at 
present. The Panama Canal, in particular, 
is in need of submarine defenses. 

Congress is determined to increase the 
size and strength of the Navy to a point 
that will give greater assurance of na- 
tional security. The experience of the last 
year has taught Americans that their 
safety lies in themselves, and not in at- 
tempted bargains with powers possessing 
greater naval strength. 

Five years ago the United States 
scrapped the finest and most powerful 
battleships in existence, relying upon the 
expressed assurance of other powers that 
they would respect the spirit of the 
Washington treaty, which contemplated 
substantial equality of naval power in all 
classes of vessels, so far as, Great Britain 
and the United States were concerned. 
Japan was to maintain a fleet three- 
fifths as strong. But immediately after 
the arms treaty had been signed both 
Great Britain and Japan began the con- 
struction of 10,000-ton cruisers, which 
were not included in the limitation that 
applied to battleships. Now. those pow- 
ers are much stronger in cruiser strength 
than the United States. When President 
Coolidge last summer called attention to 
this situation and proposed that the 5-5-3 
ratio should be applied to cruisers and 
submarines, Great Britain not only re- 
fused to agree to the proposal but, on the 
contrary, gave notice that it intended to 
increase its cruiser strength. 

The spirit of the Washington treaty 
has been violated. The United States 
has been put on notice that it can not de- 
pend upon Great Britain to cooperate for 
naval limitation. 

There is nothing for the United States 
to do except to build up its Navy to the 
extent required for. the national safety: 
This increase will be measured by Con- 
gress and the President, without refer- 
ence to the building program of any 
other nation. It will represent what the 
United States, in its own judgment, 
deems to be necessary for its own pro- 
tection. 

- When the British government discov- 
ered that it had made a blunder at Ge- 
neva by refusing to cooperate with the 
United States, an immediate and strenu- 
ous propaganda’ campaign was begun, for 
the purpose of dissuading the United 
States from increasing the size of its 
Navy. British spokesmen were sent over 
here to preach Anglo-American 'love and 
affection, and Mr. Bridgeman, first lord 
of the admiralty, found it convenient to 
announce that he had changed his mind 
since the Geneva conference, and that 
Britain would lay down only one cruiser 
this year instead of three. But this 
clumsy and offensive propaganda was 
sufficiently disposed of by President Cool-

CRUSADING FOR PUBLIC HEALTH: 


The universal inertia of governmental of- 
ficiais gd agencies of public health, limited 
and cir@imscribed as they are by rigid laws 
and limited appropriations, constitute the justi- 
fication for private and voluntary agencies in 
going ahead with various kinds of practical 
health demonstrations. .Time after time the 
Association for the Prevention of Tuberculosis, 
using its voluntary gifts and mainly the funds 
raised by the annual sale of Christmas seals, 
has opened up new and highly profitable fields 
of health work which later on have been taken 
over by public agencies. That was true of the 
tuberculosis free clinic, for years maintained 
by the association, and now a part of the Health 
Department. The association was responsible 
for the movement resulting in the special health 
schools for tuberculous children and for the 
open window classes. Later these health cru- 


saders extended their work among the schoo!‘ 


children with the teaching of health habits, 
until much of this work became a part of the 
school curriculum. It has carried on for sev- 
eral years a most helpful work for the patients 
at the Tuberculosis Hospital known as ‘“‘occu- 
pational therapy,” which is now acknowledged 
by hospital authorities to be of vital importance 
to the process of recovery. 

This is work which stands for the protection 
of the whole community as well as for the care 
and relief of those suffering from disease. It 
is largely made possible by the annual sale of 
Christmas seals. The buyer of these little seals 
is taking out community health insurance. 


AN APPEAL TO CHIVALRY. 


A few weeks ago The Post printed a few 
‘foolish questions’? propounded by an election 
registrar in Virginia. .Now our esteemed con- 
temporary, the Farmville Leader and Virginia 
Union Farmer, charges The Post with having 
“engaged in a studied effort to prove that 


negroes -otherwise qualified are being dis- 
franchised by means of questions asked them 
by registrars.”’ 

The Post made no reference to negroes in 
its article. The questions were not propounded 
to a negro. They were propounded to a white 
woman. In reply to our contemporary’s de- 
mand to be informed regarding the “time and 
place of asking these questions,” we hereby 
refuse to do so, for reasons that will be well 
understood by any chivalrous Southern gentle- 
man. It is an astounding thing when a news- 
paper in Virginia insists upon dragging into 
the mire of politics the name of a highly re- 
spected and perfectly truthful Virginia lady. 
The Post will not become a party to such pro- 
ceedings; and we suggest to Brother Church, of 
the Farmville Leader, that he doff his hat to 
this lady, with assurances that he will respect 
her anonymity and accept her testimony as 
100 per cent true. 


DIET RULES FOR STATESMEN. 


Miss Mary A. Lindsley, a graduate dietitian 
of Pratt Institute, New York, and director of 
the Grace Dodge Hotel since its opening six 
years ago, has issued a list of ‘‘Dietary Dont’s 
for Statesmen,’”? which’ has been widely cir- 
culated around the Capitol. “If you care for 
a sound constitution—and you have taken an 
oath to defend the Constitution—.” Miss 
Lindsley admonishes, “it is to be hoped that 
you will do what you can to observe the 
simple rules.”’ 

Do not start a long speech immediately after 
luncheon, heads the ten simple rules. Do not 
bolt meals, comes next. Do not eat meat more 


, than once each day, and do not eat excessively 


of starchy or acid-forming foods. Eat fresh 
vegetables with the heavy meal of the day, and 
fruit for breakfast and lunch. Do not substi- 
tute coffee, tea or other stimulants for naur- 
ishing food or to “keep going.’ Avoid starv- 
ing, stuffing and aristocratic foods. Do not 
imagine that a daily ride or round of golf will 
offset the effect of improper eating. Finally, 
do not expect to stay in the Senate unless 
health is safeguarded. 

Miss Lindsley’s rules for proper eating could 
be adopted with profit by any one, for states- 
men are not alone in possessing little knowl- 
edge of how to eat properly. Ten-course din- 
ners aré of the past, it is true, but the Ameri- 
can people still approach the problem of eating 
as veritable babes in the woods. Maybe the 
“Dietary Don’ts’” will have some effect on the 
habits of statesmen, and, through their influ- 
ence, be transmitted throughout the length 
and breadth of the land. 


THE TWIN CITIES FEUD. 


The New York Evening Post, commenting 
upon a paragraph in the Kansas City Star, 
wherein the latter says ‘‘for the first time the 
Republican party will nominate its candidates 
for the Presidency and the Vice Presidency in 
territory West of the -Mississippi,’”’ remarks 
that the Kansas City paper “definitely excludes 
the St. Paul convention in 1892 and that in 


‘St. Louis in 1896 as not being quite ‘in the 


promised land.’ ”’

Russian Youth, at 5, Was Composer and Soon After 
Directed Symphony Orchestra—Marvelous in: 
| Making Instrument Sing. ce 


Shura Cherkassky, the 14-year-old 
boy pianist, holder of the Josef Hof- 
mann scholarship at the Curtis Institute 
of Music, Philadelphia, gave a concert 
at the Jewish Community Center last 
night. | 

Cherkassky is a Russian and has had 
an ‘unusual history. A composer at 5 
years of age, when only a little older 
he was conducting a symphony orches- 
tra and made his first public appear- 
ance in Odessa as a concert artist. When 
only 10 years of age he made his Ameri- 
can debut 

Despite his youth, Cherkassky plays 
with the assurance and mature inter- 
pretation of the true artist. His pro- 
gram last night was planned to bring 
out his technical ability as well as to 
entrance, his audience with the mar- 
velous singing tone, and the depth of 
expression he evoked from his instru- 
ment. That he is both a master of tone 
and a wizard of technic was demon- 
strated again and again and he played 
the great “Organ Fantasia and Fugue 
in G Minor,” by Bach-Liszt, with un- 
erring sense of proportion and musical 
soundness that even a Paderewski or a 
Hofmann might have envied. 

In his Chopin group, including two 
etudes, Cherkassky put his love ot that 
great master of melody into his vivid 
exposition of his works. There were 
present in his renditions remarkable 
spirit, unflagging vigor of expression, 


pany last night introduced almost an 
entire new. cast of principals into the 
interpretation of “The Marriage of 
Figaro.” However, the part of Figaro 
was taken by George Fleming Houston, 
who repeated the success he had 
achieved as Mephistopheles on Monday 
night, and the role of Susanna was 
played by Mignon Spence quite accep- 
tably. Other newcomers to the rank 
of principals so far as the Washington 
productions were concerned were 
Thelma Votipka, as the Countess; Mark 
Daniels, as the Count, and Adele Vasa, 
as Barbarina. 


Fills a Vacant Role. 


In the absence of “‘ecile Sherman, 
who was called to Mobile, Ala., through 
the sudden death of her mother there, 
the role of “Cherubino” was filled, by 
Louise Richardson. Others who ap- 
peared as principals were Brownie 
Peebles, as Marcellina; J. Frederic 
Roberts, as Don Basilio; John Mon- 
crieff, as Dr. Bartolo, and Howard 
Laramy, as Antonio. 

Frank St. Leger won a still higher 
place in the hearts of Washingtonians 
by the masterly way in which he con- 
ducted the opera, emphasizing the 
musical vilues and mornment of 
melody without diverting the orchestra 
from its primary function of accompany- 
ing the singers and playing in the 
orchestral outlines of the operatic 
picture. 

“The Marriage of Figaro” gives ample 
opportunity for handsome costuming 
and distinctive stage settings. These 
were , provided last ngiht in great 
abundance, and aside from the music 
itself the opera was a series of attractive 
stage pictures. 

Mozart was a master of the art of 
musical expression of human emotion. 
In the “Marriage of Figaro,” as inter- 
preted in English last night, most hap- 
pily the audience had the added ad- 
vantage of a known language beside the 
story told in musical phrases so potently, 
so the enjoyment was therefore all the 


more Keen. 
Violins in Chattering Mood. 


The overture to the opera caught the |: 


fancy of the audience with its famous 
chattering violin. figure in octaves, and 
it was put in good mood to appreciate 
the first aria of Houston, as Figaro, who 
sang expressively the well-known “Se 
vuol ballare, Signor Contino,” winning a 
salvo of applause at its conclusion. 
Without disparagement of the other 
artists it is safe to state that Houston 
was the hit of the evening. He in- 


mistakably and with such force that 
the prediction should be made that 
he is on the road to the heights of 
operatic fame. 

The next artist to score was ‘Louise 
Richardson in the role of Cherubino 
singing her sweet song of young love 
“Non So Piu Cosa Son.” In it the 
dashing page clad in picturesque black 
and white garments tells about his 
adolescent infatuation for the Countess, 
portrayed by Thelma Votipka. Miss 
Votipka’s performance was eagerly 
watched by her comrades in opera, for 
it was her debut outside of the chorus. 
She was successful, too, having the 
personality and the voice which fitted 
the ,character of the Countess ade- 
quately. , 

Sings of Love and Impulse. 


Her first chance to score vocally came 
at the opening of the second act in her 
song, “Love, Thou Holy Impulse.” 

Good acting as well as good singing 
featured the work of Mignon Spence 
as Susanna. In the Letter Duet with 
the Countess, Susanna exhibited fine 
vocal ability in the simple fluent duet 
conversation, 

The ensemble work was of very high 
order. In the first place, the music 
‘of Mozart is admirably fitted for choral 
effects and then again the splendid, 
well-trained voices of each and every 
member of the chorus brought out ad- 
ditional delights. 

“A good sized audience applauded 
generously and called the principals 
before the curtain after several of the 
acts. In a sense “The Marriage of 
Figaro” was the most picturesque and 
uniformly excellent presentation of the 
series of grand operas given by this 
all-American cast. of ambitious young 
singers, out of whose ranks will step 
the prima donnas and Carusos of to- 
morrow. . E. E. P

GIFTED. ARTISTS PLEAOE 
AT MUSICAL MORNING 


Two gifted artists shared honors at 
Mrs. Lawrence Townsend’s twenty-third 
musical morning at the Mayflower 
Hotel yesterday when Beatrice Harri- 
son, England’s best-known woman 
cellist, and Heinrich Schlusnus, Ber- 
lin’s leading barytone, were heard in a 
delightful program which elicited much 
applause. . 

Herr Schlusnus was fresh from a 
triumph in New York, where his voice 
was acclaimed by critics and others 
who heard him sing. Washington glad- 
ly concurred in the favorable opinion 
of Gotham after his first group of Ger 
man lieder, sung with tenderness, tone 
coloring and admirable phrasing. He 
selected three Schumann songs as his 
introduction yesterday and he gave 
them quite a new interpretation. 

The singer’s voice is powerful and in 
its higher register has unusual beauty 
for a barytone. It is said that his 
range reaches easily to high G, which 
can readily be believed after hearing 
him master the intricacies of the aria 
from “Andrea Chenier,” by Giordano. 
and the Cavatina from Rossini’s “Il 
Barbiere di Seviglia” yesterday. 

In an English group of modern songs 
the Berlin barytone’s diction was im- 
peccable and he sang them with telling 
simplicity and a grateful perfection of 
phrasing. The applause which followed 
the English group was so prolonged that 
the visiting singer gave an encore. 

No less an artist with her noble in- 
strument, Miss Beatrice Harrison justi- 
fie! the reputation she has won in 
Europe by her performance yesterday 
Her playing was full of feeling and dis- 
tinction and her tone was a mellow 
one of richness and smoothness. In a 
group of selections founded on Irish 
tunes, Miss Harrison brought out her 
ability for G string work in the “La- 
ment of Fanain Grove,” by Herbert 
Hughes. 

As a technician, Miss Harrison has 
few equals, it is said, and this was di- 
played in the aria ‘by Marcello yes- 
terday. The beauty of tone she wins 
from her instrument was unfailing and 
the general conclusion was yesterday 
that she was a true interpretative art- 
ist. Greatly applauded after each 
group, Miss Harrison was generous with 
an encore, while the extraordinary 
emotional power she exhibited was a 
very striking feature of the musical 
morning. One of the finest things she 
played was Nardini’s “Adagio,” with 
which the program opened.

EST POINT, N. Y., Dec. 14 (A.P.). 

Rules governing the eligibility 

of cadets for membership on 
athletic teams of the United States 
Military Academy will undergo no fur- 
ther changes, Maj. Gen. Edwin B. 
‘Winans, superintendent at the Acad- 
emy, announced todzy in approving 
recommendations of the West Point 
_ advisory council. 

In a statement, accompanying the 
decision, Maj. Gen. Winans explained 
the necessity for all students at the 
Academy competing in athletics on a 
basis of parity, analyzed the eligibility 
standard already in effect, and pointed 
out that while “contests with the 
Naval Academy traditionally form the 
most important incidents in West Point 
athletic schedules, the main purpose 
' ds development of sports Oe 

the Army.”’ 


The statement appeared as a 
possible answer to reports that dis- 
satisfaction had arisen among 
nayal authorities over the Army 
eligibity rules which allow stars 
of college teams to continue their 
athletic careers at West Point until 
graduation after passing the first 
year as. plebes. 


A four-year agreemeént between the 
two service schools still has three years 
to run. The announcement preciudes 
any new agreement to conform with 
Navy standards that allow a total of 
only three years of varsity competition 
either in college oi at Annapoiis. 

After pointing out the benefits de- 
rived from academy-trained officers 
capable of developing sports through- 
out the Army, Gen. Winans said that 
eligibility rules were laid down in col- 
leges primarily “to offset the tendency 
toward migratory athletes and peren- 
nial students.” 


“Both the difficulty of securing 
an appointment and the strenu- 
ousness of the West Point curricu- 
lum,” he said, “operate to preclude 
the entrance of any young man 
whose sole object is athletics.” 


Gen. Winens explained that the au- 
thorized enrollment at Annapolis is 50 
per cent greater than at West Point, 
probabl, brings to the Military Acad- 
_emy a larger number of students with

With the exception of 1926, Sis- 
ler has ‘batted better than .300 
ever since 1916. In 1920 he had a 
.407 average, while in 1922 he hit 
the peak, turning in a stick-mark 
of .420. 


Unfortunately, an attack of sinus 
trouble kept him out of the game for 
the entire season of 1923, in October 
of which year he was made manager 
for the following season. He held the 
job three years and gave way to Dan 
Howley at the end of the 1926 season, 
playing in the ranks this year. 

It was feared that the sinus attack 
of 1923, which almost blinded Sisler, 
would end his career, but he made a 
great comeback, playing all but three 
games in 1924 and batting .3805. The 
nexf year he hit 345, dropping to .289 
last_year, and coming back with. his 
327. for this season. 

The. highest batting mark ever at- 
tained in the American League was 
made by Sisler in 1922, when he batted 
for an average of 420, and although he 
has passed his peak, he is still reckoned 
among the most valuable players in 
baseball. Among Sisler’s accomplish- 
ments is his base stealing ability. He 
led the league in thefts for four sea- 
sons—1918, 1921, 1922 and 1927. Sis- 
ler’s 257 hits in 1920 set a new league 
record which still stands. His fielding 
ability is reflected in the fact that he 
led: all first basemen in assists in 1917, 
1919, 1920, 1922 and 1925.

That group is the blood 
purifiers, some sold under widely ad- 
‘vertised names, and some sold simply 
as anonymous blood purifiers. The

old days, when a man bought a bottle 
of blood purifier he at least got a bottle 
of booze. Now he gets a bad tasting 
compound that is without medicinal

action that has any relation to what 


it purports to cure. 

The blood is its own purifier. It, and 
the machines that work on it, purify 
it, and they, make a pretty good job of 
it, else liie would end. Bacteria and 
harmful chemicals do get into it, of 
course, but they are speedily thrown 


out or burned. There may be medicines |, 


that may help to purify it, but if there 
are they are injected into the blood 
stream. Certainly none of them are 
found in the blood purifiers. 


On the other hand, the conditions for | 
which blood purifiers are sold are not 
blood affairs. 

Let’s take pimples, for this affliction 
has sold many carloads of blood puri- 
fiers. Pimples is a skin condition. The 
blood is in no way related. No ordi- 
mary change in the blood will make 
pimples either better or worse. There 
is no impurity of the blood to be puri-

‘to purify anything. 


If any clause was 
left out of this bill of indictmefit it 
“was an oversight. Then why waste 
“good money on poor blood purifiers? 

‘If, however, you talk to a physician 
about the cathartics sold in the same 
Rlace and in the same way, he will have 
nothing to say. 

The cathartics are powerful. They 
give results. They hit the bullseye. But 
note this difference: Nothing can be 
said against the blood purifiers except 
buying them is a waste of money. The 
free, unlimited, and careless use of 


**“ Gathartics is a source of great harm. The 


tact that they give results makes them 
potential agents of harm, just as the 
fact that blood purifiers do not give re- 
sults makes them fairly harmless. 


Physicians still begin the treatment 
of practically every disease by giving a 
purge. Most people know that. and ap- 
ply it in self treatment. Up to this 
point the custom does a little harm in a

few diseases, but in the main it does 
good. The. good far outbalances the 
harm. 

But the following steps are not so 
harmless. The constipations, bilious at- 
tacks, spells of biliousness, and head- 
aches, which call for change in diet, 
change in exercise, change to the out- 
doors and change in habits generally, 
are treated instead by laxatives and 
even cathartics bought over the counter. 

Basically, this custom is harmfu 
aside from its particular field in that it 
tends to keep us chained to medicine 
taking as a routine. The household 
medicine cabine still bears evidence of 
our age-old belief in fetishes and magic 
potions. I am sure mine does.

1. It will do no harm, particularly if 
the diet consists largely of meat, bread 
and cereal.

2. No. There is no basis for the usual 
notions about blood impurities and 
blood purifiers.

South (Dealer) should open the auc- 
tion by bidding one Spade; he has a 
five-card suit Headed by A-Q-10 and 
two quick tricks on the side. One 
quick side trick would justify the bid. 

After West’s pass, North, not having 
normal support for his partner’s Spade, 
should bid two Hearts. Having a strong 
Major, it is safer with a defenseless 
suit to bid the Major than.to risk a 
No Trump. 

After East’s pass, South, not having 
normal Heart support, should bid two 
No Trumps. He knows that North, even 
if strong in both Hearts and Clubs, 
would bid) Hearts in preference to No 


Trumps. He does not know positively 
that North has strength in Clubs, but 
in view of the bidding and South’s 
Spade and Diamond strength, that is 
quite probable; and ever if North be 
weak in Clubs, No Trump is the best 
way for South to deny Hearts. Unless 
North be extremely short and weak in 
Clubs, the No Trump probably will 
work better than a Heart contract 
played by North. 

After West’s second pass, North 
should pass the two No Trumps‘and it 
should therefore become the contract.

1 hope 
that none of you have tried to bleach 
your hair wich this solution, or with 
anything else, for that matter—for I 
do not approve of changing the natural 
color of the hair. But the lemon, spirits 
of ammonia and peroxide bleach is in- 
tended only for superfluous hair If 
used on hair on the head it would pro- 
duce an ugly, dry, colorless, straw-like 
head, If “Mrs. J. D”* wishes to bring 
out the color and sheen in her al- 
ready light hair, she can use a camo- 
mile tea rinse; made of a handful of 
camomile tea leaves steeped in a quart 
of hot water, then carefully strained. I 
sincerely hope that she will not try 
anything stronger orn her hair. 


Dear Viola Paris: What course shall 
I take in removing superfluous hair on 
my upper lip: or do you think bleach- 
ing is safer? DOROTHY. 


Answer—A perfectly safe method is 
to have the superfluous hair removed 
by an expert electrolysist. Bleaching is 
advisable. if the hair is not vefy no- 
ticeable anyway, and one does not wish 
to go to the expense of taking electro- 
lysis treatments. Equal parts of lemon 
juice, hydrogen peroxide and spirits of 
ammonia make the bleach solution.

The House in voting, 191 to 55, to re- 
tain the inheritance tax, sustained its 
action of two years ago. . The motion 
to repeal the levy was made by Rep- 
resentative Merritt (Republican), Con- 
necticut, and the proposal drew sup- 
port from both Democratic and Re- 
publican ranks. 

It was argued that Secretary Mel- 
lon had recommended repeal of the tax 
and that a number of State legislatures 
had petitioned Congress to abandon the 


field of inheritance taxes in favor of 


the States. 

Members from Florida, which has no 
estate tax, were particularly active in 
seeking repeal of the Federal levy, 
which was defended by Chairman 
Green, of the ways and means com- 
mittee. Green charged that a con- 
certed effort had been made by a num- 
ber of persons, prompted by selfish mo- 
tives, to eliminate the levy, and that 
$500 bills had been “floated” around 
in the cause of its repeal. 

The chairman declared that he wished 
he had time to tell the House the 
“whole story” of the widespread propa- 
ganda that had been employed against 
the tax and how the expenses of a 
number of witnesses appearing before 
the committee to urge its abolition had 
been paid. 

After the House'had voted repeal of 
the automobile tax, Representative Til- 
son, the Republican leader,, warned 
members to be careful in, the adoption 
of amendments lest the “entire pro- 
gram of tax reduction” be defeated. 
He said too many amendments would 
threaten the financial condition of the 
Treasury. 

’ Representative Garner, of Texas, 
Democratic leader on the ways and 
means committee, replied that the 
House only Tuesday had adopted an 
amendment that would add about 
$24,000,000 in revenue. He chfded Re- 
publicans about the presence of Under- 
secretary ° Ogden Mills, of the Treasury,
